EAF INDIAN AND Eskimo children from 

various communities and settlements in the 
Northwest Territories, are being accommodated 
and educated at the Alberta School for the Deaf 
in Edmonton. Their enrolment at the school is 
made possible through a joint agreement with 
the Alberta Department of Education and the 
Department of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development. 


At present there are six Indian and Eskimo 
children from the N.W.T. region registered at 
the School for the Deaf, with as yet an ad- 
ditional number scheduled for enrolment in the 
1968-69 term. Of the six students now at the 
school, three are of Indian extraction and the 
other three are Eskimo children. They range in 
age from five to 17 years of age. 


Indian and Eskimo children admitted to 
the School for the Deaf from the N.W.T. become 
resident students. Referrals for admission are 
received, indirectly from social workers, and 
through a process of individual assessment the 
child may then be placed in residence for the 
school term. School policy dictates that the child 
be socially and emotionally mature. 


Instruction given to the deaf native children 
is the same given to all students at the Alberta 
School for the Deaf. The language of instruction 
is English, and for all pupils the educational 
program employs a combined method of teach- 
ing. Instruction by oral means is supplemented 
by finger spelling as a visual aid to learning. 
Linked with the teaching of communication skills 
at the School is an instructional program which 
matches as closely as possible the Alberta pro- 
vincial courses of study and is inclusive of 
Grade Ten. Pre-vocational courses in Home 
Economics, Industrial Arts and Business Educa- 
tion are also part of the curriculum. 


The Alberta School for the Deaf also main- 
tains a hearing aid rental and servicing depart- 
ment to fully meet the needs of those students 
with partial hearing. 


Those students who take the academic pro- 
gram at the Alberta School for the Deaf will 
prepare themselves for Provincial Examinations 
as well as possible admission to Gallaudet College 
in Washington State, the only college in North 
America offering a higher program of education 
for the deaf. Those showing a high aptitude 
in the vocational program at the school may find 
themselves moving into direct employment, or 
possibly taking limited courses at other voca- 
tional training centres. e

REVENTIVE SOCIAL SERVICE programs 

initiated under individual partnership agree- 
ments between various municipalities and the 
Alberta Department of Public Welfare, are now 
available to 70 per cent of the province's popu- 
lation. 


Established in mid-1966, the preventive ser- 
vice scheme currently reaches into seventeen 
municipal areas in the province.. This year, new 
Preventive Social Service programs are being 
considered in additional areas such as Athabasca, 
High Prairie, Stony Plain and Lacombe. 


Preventive Social Service programs are de- 
signed to develop community resources. This is 
the first legislation in Canada specifically aimed 
at preventing future public dependency by giv- 
ing Alberta families the opportunity to live more 
happily and more creatively. In short it is a 
province-wide endeavor to prevent family break- 
downs from occurring. The Alberta Department 
of Public Welfare absorbs 80 per cent of the 
cost of all approved projects undertaken, as well 
as 80 per cent of administration costs involved. 
The remaining 20 per cent is the responsibility 
of the participating municipality. This cost sharing 
formula is applied only after all other sources

: For FIFTEEN YEARS, scholarships have 

j been made available to promising students 
in Alberta who are presently engaged in, or who 
plan a career in, specific cultural fields. In the 

t last few years, the number of applications for 

1 scholarships has greatly increased, and the de- 

t mand for the services of students having com- 

t pleted their education in these fields has in- 
creased proportionately. 


Recognizing these increases, the Cultural 
Development Branch of the Department of the 
Provincial Secretary is this year offering a record 
total amount of $47,500 for scholarships in Visual 
Arts and Crafts, Dance, Drama, Music and Lib- 
rarianship. Scholarship amounts will vary be- 
tween $100 and $500 each, and are awarded 
as follows: 


I. Visual Arts and Crafts — Total $7,500

Scholarships are open to all Albertans work- 
ing in the field of drama who have shown some 
indication of promise coupled with an adequate 
background in drama, are being accepted by a 
recognized summer or full-term drama school or 
university, and are able to present a compre- 
hensive idea of their future plans. They must 
be 18 years of age or over and must supply 
three references with their application. Accept- 
ance of a scholarship implies an understanding 
by the candidate to return to Alberta should a 
suitable opportunity present itself. 


Deadline for receipt of completed applica- 
tions is May 1, 1968. 


IV. Librarianship — Total $7,500 


Scholarships to the value of $500 each will 
be awarded to graduates of a University of 
recognized standing, or students in their final 
year who expect to graduate in the current year. 
Applicants must be residents of Alberta, have 
had some experience in working in a library 
and be prepared to enter the library profession 
in Alberta if a suitable position is available. 


Deadline for receipt of completed applica- 
tions is May 1, 1968. 


V. Music — $15,000 


Music scholarships are open to all Albertans 
working in the field of music who show some 
indication of promise, together with an adequate 
musical background, and are able to offer a 
comprehensive presentation of their future plans. 
There is no age restriction, but applicants must 
intend studying in any approved course or with 
an approved music teacher. Three references 
must accompany each application.

Among the first head start projects to be 
launched on the rural scene, was the Kikino 
School Readiness Pilot Project on the Beaver 
Metis Colony approximately 130 miles northeast 
of Edmonton. This project saw the creation of a 
group of 24 Metis children in the Kikino Com- 
munity Hall. The children attended for a period 
of six weeks during the summer of 1967, and 
were of such an age that they would be entering 
Grade One in the fall of the same year. The 
personnel for the program consisted of one a 
credited teacher, four Metis mothers from the 
community, two girls from the Alberta Service 
Corps, a custodian and four fathers who serve?

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Training Facilities At Glenrose Hospital Made Available 
To Teaching Students In Medicine And Health Sciences 


HE GLENROSE HOSPITAL in Edmonton 

has signed an affiliation agreement with 
The University of Alberta under which the unique 
training facilities at the hospital will become avail- 
able for the training of medical and paramedical 
students. The Glenrose, operated under a Board 
of Management appointed by the Alberta Minister 
of Health, is a hospital providing for the treat- 
ment, care and education of handicapped persons. 
The School Hospital Program for Handicapped 
Children is one of only three such institutions 
in the entire country. 


Terms of the recent agreement provide for 
full co-operation in the education of students in 
the fields of medicine and the health sciences. 
Under the agreement the Glenrose will be avyail- 
able not only for undergraduate training but 
also to provide training programs in graduate 
clinical specialties. 


Glenrose has been active in the training 
of physiotherapists and other medical people 
since its inception but the new agreement makes 
it possible for students in almost all faculties 
fo avail themselves of the special facilities that 
the hospital provides. Teaching clinics will be 
held for students in faculties other than medicine. 


‘eachers, by way of an example, will be 
able to gain experience in dealing with emotion- 
ally disturbed children in the classrooms at 
Glerose. Facilities also exist for the training 
of cntists and dental auxiliaries in the field of 
chil’ dentistry.

5,184 Alberta Cattle Feeders Requested 
To Co-operate In Cattle-On-Feed Survey 


A PPROXIMATELY one-quarter of Alberta’s 

cattle feeders are presently involved in 
testing a new and improved method of obtaining 
cattle-on-feed estimates through a survey being 
conducted by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
with the assistance of the Economics Division, 
Alberta Department of Agriculture. 

Pilot surveys on this subject, conducted since 
1964 in Ontario and the prairie provinces, have 
not proved satisfactory. The present survey is 
the result of requests received from livestock 
associations and other farm groups for more 
accurate information. Alberta was chosen as the 
testing ground and, if successful, the method 
will be adopted by other provinces across Canada. 
The purpose of the survey is to determine an 
efficient and feasible method of providing Alberta 
feeder cattle suppliers, feedlot operators and

The survey for the classification of all waters will include physical 
and chemical features of lakes and streams, depth and area of lakes, the 
amount of dissolved nutrients necessary to support microscopic life, tem- 
perature and oxygen content of the water, and sampling of fish species 
present. eal, 

A number of benefits are expected to result from the classification. 

In addition to providing information on sport fishing capabilities for the 

Canadian Land Inventory, it will provide officials with an index of all 

Alberta waters, important to visiting tourists and local vacationers alike. 

Information from the survey will allow the needs of fishermen to 
be better estimated, and the dollar income from sport fishing to be more 
closely gauged. 

Enthusiasm for the progressive opening-up of more fishing waters in 
northern Alberta is expressed by Fish and Wildlife officials. Superb fishing 
is available at many lakes, virgin territory because of the lack of public 
access roads. A lucrative tourist business eventually may grow in the area, 
probably led by the opening of private fishing and hunting resorts. 

It has been discovered that the value of sport fishing extends far 
beyond the actual activities of fishermen. An area known for fine fishing 
brings countless visitors not actually interested in fishing. 

As an example, Stuart B. Smith, director of the Fish and Wildlife 
Division, recalls the case of a popular resort lake in a Canadian province, 
known for good fishing. One season it recorded 13,000 camper-nights 
attendance. The following year toxicant was used to kill out the fish in 
preparation for restocking. Attendance dropped to little more than 1,000

Three New Apprenticeship Trades 


Designated 


As Result Of Growing Demand For Skilled Men 


HE APPRENTICESHIP Board of the Alberta 

Department of Labour is currently working 

towards the designation of three new apprentice- 
ship trades for 1968. 

Although regulations and training courses 
still have to be drawn up for the new trades, 
they are proposed for the trades of Instrument 
Mechanic, Electrical Mechanic and Resilient 
Floor Coverer. 

Apprenticeship training for Instrument Me- 
chanics is needed to satisfy the demands of the 
petroleum, chemical and pulp and paper indus- 
tries for skilled instrument tradesmen. 

Training will dea! mainly with the tech- 
niques required for calibration, installation, main- 
tenance and repair of both measuring and con- 
trol instruments. 

It is expected that the length of apprentice- 
ship for Instrument Mechanic will be four years, 


with eight weeks of trade school training being 
offered each year. 

Apprenticeship training in the proposed 
designated trade of Electrical Mechanic will pro- 
vide highly skilled workers for the rebuilding 
and repair of all classes of electric motors, 
generators and similar equipment. 


It is anticipated that this apprenticeship 
trade will be a four year program with eight 
weeks of trade school training being provided 
each year. 


The growing demand by floor covering con- 
tractors for qualified tradesmen to ~install car- 
peting, floor tile, linoleum and othér types of 
resilient floor covering, has led to proposed 
designation of Resilient Floor Coverer as a new 
apprenticeship trade. However, the length of 
apprenticeship and the number of weeks of tech-

FAIRVIEW EXPERIMENT DRAWS INTERNATIONAL QUERIES 


N EXPERIMENTAL PROGRAM of con- 

finement feeding of lambs at the Fairview 
Agricultural and Vocational College is drawing 
letters of inquiry and commendation from such 
widely separated areas as Nova Scotia and 
California. The Fairview College is one of three 
such institutions in the province operated by the 


Alberta Department of Agriculture. 


Two separate plans are used at Fairview 
when lambs are fed in close confinement from 
an early weaning to market. One procedure allows 
ten square feet for each lamb while the other 
permits only four square feet per animal. 


The lambs are maintained in pens with 
slotted floors. The floors are removable and 
are constructed of two-by-fours spaced _five- 
eighths of an inch apart. The floors are raised 
about thirty inches above the ground. 

No ill effects have been observed to develop 
as a result of the close quartering. In fact, just 
the opposite would appear to be true. Since 
constant and easy scrutiny is possible any appear- 
ance of disease is noted immediately. 

In addition, because internal parasites de- 
pend upon a life cycle in pasture, the lambs 
do not. fall prey to such afflictions as lungworms, 
stomachworms and tapeworms. Another abyious

ARDA Program Will Utilize 
Provincial Agencies and Plans 


Increased develepment of the forest indus- 
try potential of Census Division 14 is another 
aspect of the ARDA program. The first step 
will be in the construction of roads which will 
give access to the forested areas. The road net- 
work will be constructed in such a way that 
it will serve recreational interests as well, 
wherever feasible. Denuded or understocked 
forest land will be regenerated and young grow- 
ing stands in danger of stagnation due to over- 
stocking will be thinned. This will involve the 
preparation of seed-bed and seeding of 2,600 
acres per year and thinning of approximately 
400 acres per year. These projects are expected 
to substantially increase present and future em- 
ployment in the area through road construction, 
seeding, thinning and increased forest produc- 
tion from the improved timber stands. Work is 
supervised on all aspects by the Alberta Forest 
Services, Department of Lands and Forests. 

Another physical project which has received 
approval under the ARDA program is the in- 
stallation of a mechanical air-aqua system at 
Millers Lake. A typical Alberta stocked trout 
lake, it undergoes partial or complete loss of 
fish each winter due to low oxygen levels. The 
mechanical injection of oxygen into the water 
has proven to be a solution to this problem in 
other parts of Canada and will be tried here 
for the first time in Alberta under the direction

of the Fish and Wildlife Division of the De- 
partment of Lands and Forests. 

Socio-economic problems are also of con- 
cern in the area and receive a great deal of 
attention under the program. One of these is 
the rehabilitation and retraining of adults who 
have become unemployed through industry fluc- 
tuation or lack of education. This is being car- 
ried out through a “Total Family Approach” 
plan, wherein the family as a whole is involved 
in the counselling process. Specialists from such 
government agencies as Manpower, and the Al- 
berta Departments of Education, Agriculture and 
Welfare provide assistance in selection of types 
of training, location and family problems such 
as budgeting, home management and family 
health. Training does not begin for the applicant 
until the counsellors feel the family is able to 
make the transition to a new way of life with- 
out undue difficulty. 

While the trainee is on course, a counsellor 
works closely with him and his family, pro- 
viding adyice and assistance where necessary. 
Presently, courses being taken by persons train- 
ing under the program include academic up- 
grading from Grades VI to XII, Nursing Aide 
and Agriculture and Business Education courses. 

To supplement present sources of develop- 
ment, a Job Corps Training School is being 
planned near Edson. Academic upgrading will 
be offered, along with job training which is 
designed to equip the trainee with skills neces- 
sary for obtaining work in the area. 

Another program being implemented to as- 
sist homemakers in the region who require help 
and encouragement in solving the problems of 
family living is the “Home Visitors Program.” 
This is a pilot project established in the Hinton 
and Edson districts under the supervision of 
the Alberta Regional Resource Development 
office. The home visitors are a group of interested 
local women who have taken a four-week train- 
ing program to better equip them in the tech- 
niques they will require for their duties and to 
provide basic information on the subjects in 
which they will be assisting, such as home 
management. The particular situation will deter- 
mine the type of help given by the home visitors. 
Some examples might include a large family 
living in a house without adequate space who 
wish advice on how to best utilize the room 
available; proper preparation of nutritional meals 
on a limited income; and food buymanship and 
budgeting. 

Referral of a family to the Home Visitor 
Program is made through a government agency 
such as the local Health Unit or the Department 
of Public Welfare; or from interested persons 
such as teachers, members of the clergy, or the 
home visitors themselves. In most cases, the 
agency or individual making the referral will 
introduce the idea of a home visitor to the 
homemaker. It is then her decision as to whether 
or not she wishes to take advantage of the 
assistance offered. 

Throughout the period designated for the 
projects under the comprehensive plan, a run- 
ning evaluation of progress will be carried out 
by the Economics Division, Alberta Department 
of Agriculture. This will measure both regional 
development programs and the economic and 
sociological aspects of development. The pro; 
ject will evaluate the initial state of regional 
progress prior to the introduction of the ARDA 
pilot study in C.D. 14, and will attempt to 
measure the present status of regional develop: 
ment according to such criteria as the impact 
of education; improved health programs; move- 
ment of people within, and out of, agriculture;
